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The  Rural  Electrification  Administration  tod3,y  announced  allotments 
totaling  $1,513,000  for  19  projects  in  15  States. 

This  brings  REA' s total  allotments  to  _$211 , 883, 8.30  since  it  v;as 
created  by  Executive  Order  on  May  11,  1935.  Of  this  total,  $122,252,520 
represents  allotments  dirring  the  current  fiscal  year. 

This  money  is  being  used  in  44  States  by  REA' s 600  borrov/ers,  most 
of  them  cooperatives,  to  construct  more  than  200,000  miles  of  rural  electric 
power  lines  to  serve  farms  previously  without  electricity.  Approximately 
225,000  consumers  are  already  receiving  service  from  REJl-f inane ed  lines,  and 
about  400,000  others  will  have  service  available  when  all  the  lines  for  which 
loans  have  been  approved  are  fully  developed  according  to  present  plans. 

During  REA' s existence  the  percentage  of  American  farms  with 
electric  service  has  doubled  - from  about  one  farm  in  10  in  1935,  to  one  in 
five  in  1939. 

In  addition  to  financing  power  line  construction,  some  of  the  REA 
loan  funds  are  used  to  finance  individiial  wiring  and  plumbing  installations. 

In  26  instances  REA  has  financed  generating  pla-nts,  and  18  of  them  are  in 
operatl  ,n.  These  plants  are  financed,  in  area.s  where  no  wholesale  power  is 
avaii,..ble,  or  where  it  cannot  be  piorchased  at  reasonable  terms.  In  t’wo  cases 
PLIil  has  lent  money  for  building  cooperative  ref ri.geration  plants,  containing 
cold-storage  lockers  in  addition  to  equipment  for  processing  farm,  products. 

The  first  of  these  plants  is  just  going  into  operation. 

Reports  to  REA  indicate  that  the  advent  of  power  from  the  REA- 
financed  lines  during  the  past  four  years  is  having  a profound  effect  upon 
rural  living  conditions  and  farm  income.  The  president  of  a Georgia 
cooperative  reported  that  "electric  feed-grinders,  silage  cutters,  and  dairy  . 
appliances  are  showing  the  way  from  profitless  cotton  to  profitable  cattle 
ra,ising  and  soil  fertility."  The  books  of  one  of  the  cooperative's  members 
provide  adequate  backing  for  that  statement;  he  found  that  during  his  first  . 
year  using  electricity  his  net  income  was  increased  by  an  amount  equal  to 
about  25  cents  for  each  kilowatt-hour  he  used..  A rancher  in  the  Inland  Empire 
of.  Washington  reported  a reduction  of  25  percent  in  the  loss  of  lambs  after 
ho  installed  non-shadow  electric  lighting.  A Virginia  farmer  reported  a 
$40  saving  in  one  season  by  brooding  chicks  electrically,  and- he  said  he-  got  . 
the  best  chicks  he  had  ever  raised.  

Most  of  the  pla.ces  connected  to  REA  lines  are  farm.s  an-.d  naral  homes 
An  important  few  of  them  are  community  centers  and.  business  plac.es  — stores., 
alfalfa  mills,  creameries,  churches,  CCG  camps,  sausage  factories.  Grange 
halls,  and  — most  i.mportan.t  of  all  — schools.  These  installations  are 
serving  as  powerful  factors  in  the  integration  .and  rehabilitation  of  rural 
communities.
